Dave Liebman 

JOHN AND CLAUDINE BAILEY 
DISTINGUISHED VISITOR IN JAZZ 

David Liebman’s career has spanned 
over four decades, beginning in the 
early 1970s with his “apprenticeship” 
period performing and recording in the 
groups of drummer Elvin Jones (Live 
At The Lighthouse) and Miles Davis 
(On The Corner). Since then he has 
lead his own groups (Lookout Farm; 
Quest; The Dave Liebman Group) 
featuring musicians such as John 
Scofield, Richie Beirach, Billy Hart, 
Adam Nussbaum, Al Foster, John 
Abercrombie and Vic Juris. 

Liebman has consistently placed 
among the top three in the Downbeat 
Critics Poll for Soprano Saxophone 
since 1973, winning first place in both 
the Downbeat and Jazz Times Critics’ 
Poll in 2011. Also in 2011, Liebman 
received the NEA Masters of Jazz 
Award, the highest honour for jazz 
given by the United States government. 


Liebman has been featured on nearly 
350 recordings, of which he has been 
the leader or co-leader on 150, with 
several hundred original compositions 
published. His repertoire is among the 
most eclectic of contemporary artists 
ranging from original adaptations of 
standard material (Ornette Coleman, 
West Side Story, Thelonious Monk, 
John Coltrane, Miles Davis, Cole Porter, 
Alec Wilder, Giacomo Puccini, Antonio 
Carlos Jobim, Kurt Weill) to 20th 
century inspired classical music; from 
fusion to his own big band and free jazz 
ensembles. 

Notable performances featuring 
Liebman as soloist in a contemporary 
classical setting include the groups 
Klangforum (Vienna, Austria) and 
the Ensemble Intercontemporain 
(Paris, France). In the education field 
he is a renowned lecturer producing 
several instructional DVDs and books, 
most notably Self-Portrait of a Jazz 
Artist, A Chromatic Approach to Jazz 
Harmony and Melody, and Developing 
A Personal Saxophone Sound (multiple 
translations in other languages). In 
addition, Liebman has published 
multiple chamber music pieces 
(Advance Music, Germany) for a variety 
of instrumentations. He is the Founder 
and Artistic Director of the International 
Association of Schools of Jazz (IASJ) 
and is currently Artist in Residence at 
the Manhattan School of Music (New 
York City).

The University of Toronto Jazz 
Orchestra (UTJO) is now in its fifth 
year under the leadership of Gordon 
Foote. The band is quickly becoming 
one of Canada’s finest university jazz 
orchestras, and is the flagship group 
of the Jazz Studies Program at the 
University of Toronto. 

The 18-member ensemble is part of 
the UofT Jazz Program, which offers 
Bachelors, Masters and DMA degrees 
in Jazz. The UTJO works hard to 
produce performances that are musical 
and exciting, with precision and energy. 
The UTJO’s repertoire spans many 
decades, and pays homage to the rich 
jazz orchestra tradition. 


The UTJO is excited to release a 
new CD, Sweet Ruby Suite: the 
music of Kenny Wheeler, featuring 
Norma Winstone and Dave Liebman. 
This was recorded last March and 
presents repertoire that has been rarely 
recorded. Kenny Wheeler (1930-2014) 
was born in Toronto but at the age of 
32, moved to Britain, finding his way 
into the London jazz scene. He was 
a prolific composer and had a unique 
voice on trumpet and flugelhorn. 

We were also fortunate to have jazz 
vocalist Norma Winstone perform on 
the album, as she collaborated with 
Wheeler over several decades, writing 
lyrics to his melodies and singing with 
his band.
